He takes 
Over the helm as senior member 
of the cabinet, but will. not serve 
as acting prime minister, For- 
eign Minister Eric Louw said.

““As far as Parliament is con- | 
cerned there will not be any de- | 
viations from the existing pro- 
gram as a result of what has 
happened,’”’ Sauer declared. 


“We don’t know how long Dr. 
Verwoerd will be incapacitated 
and when he will be able to re- 
sume his duties but Parliament 
will carry on its present pro- 
gram.” 

Sharp Official Action. 


Even as Sauer spoke South 
Africa’s white police and courts 
continued to take sharp action to 
quell racial strife and continu- 
ing Negro work boycotts against 
white supremacy laws. 

_ Verwoerd continued to show 
progress in a Pretoria hospital 
ffom two head wounds inflicted 
Saturday by a wealthy white 
farmer. An _ anti-government 
newspaper suggested he may 


have been injured more severe-- 


ly than his doctors admit. 


The Rand Daily Mail said the 
two bullets “may have caused 
damage which could impair his 
‘ speech, his sense of balance, his 
hearing and possibly his mental 
state for some time.” 

A medical bulletin said Ver- 
woerd is still weak but making 
progress, adding: ‘‘reassurance 
can be given that there is no 
sign of paralysis and, according 
to the progress made so far, 
paralysis is not expected.” 

Verwoerd’s assailant, David 
Pratt, will “appear in court at 
some future date,” a, police 
spokesman said. Arraignment 
had been expected today. 

The South African Press As- 
sociation said Pratt will be de- 
tained under state of emergency 
regulations. This means he can 
be brought to trial anywhere 
and at any time the government 
' chooses.

Stadium Project. 

The proposed $89,000,000 stadi- 
um redevelopment project, to be 
financed by private capital, 
would be*built in a 30-block area 
just south of the central business 
district. Hickok is president of 
the redevelopment corporation 
organized by business and civic 
leaders to sponsor the project. 

The apartment project also 
would be financed by private 
capital. It is the $36,800,000 
Mansion House plan, calling for 
1008 luxury apartment units 
along the downtown riverfront. 

Sidney Maestre, president of 
Mercantile Trust Co., and an of- 
ficer of the stadium redevelop- 
ment corporation, said the pro- 
posed downtown master plan ‘‘is 
both a guide and a goal.”

H-Bomb Discoverer Criticized 
For Optimism on Atom = Bar 


WASHINGTON, April 11—Hans 
A. Bethe, the American physi- 
‘cist who discovered the formula 
‘for the hydrogen bomb, is under 
attack in Congress for his op- 
timistic views about the chances 
of outlawing nuclear weapons 
tests. 

The criticism of Bethe, a for- 
mer member of President Eis- 
enhower’s science advisory 
committee and still a consultant 
to the committee, is part of a 
deepening split on the test sus- 
pension issue.

LONDON, April 11 (AP)—The 
Western Big Three are 
planning to invite Russja to join 
in rationing the supply of arms 
to Africa’s new nations. 

Diplomatic authorities said 
that if Premier Khrushchev ac- 
cepts the idea at the summit 
meeting in Paris next month, 
the Big Four will jointly seek 
the co-operation of the African 
countries. 

Success of any such pilot- 
scheme in East-West arms limi- 
tation could clear the way for 
similar action in the Middle 
East and elsewhere, the in- 
formants said. 

Fear Cold War Spread. 

Behind the Allied approach is 
a fear that turbulent Africa 
could become a dangerous new 
setting for the old cold war. 
By the end of this year, two- 
thirds of the continent’s 230,000,- 
000 people will be running their 
own affairs for the first time. 

Already shipments of arms 
from Communist Czechoslovakia 
have arrived in the infant re- 
public of Guinea, 

There is a long list of other 
African territories which have 
either gained independence as 
new nations, are scheduled to 
do so, or are striving for it— 
Ghana, Nigeria, Cameroon, Mo- 
rocco, Kenya and Nyasaland, to 
name a few. All have need to 
look to their security with the 
gradual removal of imperial 
protection. 

British Originated It. 

American, British and French 
foreign ministers will meet in 
Washington tomorrow to consid- 
er the rationing scheme, along 
with other aspects of summit 
policy.

Italian Easter Pie certainly is 
such a dessert. It has been tra- 
ditional since the Middle Ages 
in many sections of the Mediter- 
ranean land. Worthy to join the 
company of pizza and lasagna, 
which have become such Ameri- 
can favorites, Italian Easter Pie 
is a dessert of subtle piquancy, 
sweet but not too sweet, rich 
with chopped candied fruits, sur- 
rounded by a light and flaky 
crust. 


It is actually a member of the 
ancient family of cheese cakes, 
yet it has a more substantial 
texture than the fluffy variety of 
cheese cake best known in 
America. 


Made with creamed cottage 
cheese as its basic ingredient, 
the filling is a combination of 
tapioca, milk, sugar, seasonings 
and fruits. The crust, Pasta 
Frolla, is very light, very tender, 
quite like rolled cookie dough; 
just give close attention to direc- 
tions and it really isn’t hard to 
make. 

Dramatic and luscious, Italian 
Easter Pie makes a. handsome 
last course for the Easter feast. 

Suggested Menu: Fresh fruit 
cup; Roast turkey with dress- 
ing; Fresh asparagus; sliced 


Two tablespoons lemon juice. 

One-third cup chopped mixed 
candied fruits. 

Mix tapioca, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one tablespoon sugar 
and one-fourth teaspoon cinna- 
mon in saucepan.

The full commission has still 
to act on the decision. It may 
reyiew, reject or adopt it.

'and elected,” he added in the 
book, ‘‘that’s the way it’s going 
to be.”’

Imprisonment of Mathematician 
Diminishes Knowledge of Russia 


U.S. Expert on 
Jailed Because He 


Soviet Research 
Refused to Answer 


Un-American Activities Committee.

WASHINGTON, April 11. 


THE IMPRISONMENT of a brilliant young American scholar 
has dropped an iron curtain over accomplishments of the Soviet 
Union in the critical field of pure mathematics, the Post-Dispatch 


was told today. 


Interpretations and analyses of Russian mathematical research 
have diminished sharply since last February when H. Chandler 
Davis began serving a six-month prison sentence. 


Davis was convicted of con- 
tempt of Congress after he re- 
fused to answer questions con- 
cerning Communist activities 
put to him by the House Un- 
American Activities Committee 
in 1954, 

As an associate editor of the 
Mathematical Reviews since 
September 1958, Davis, 33 years 
old, occupied a significant posi- 
tion in the world of mathemat- 
ics. 

He reviewed research papers 
in the field of pure mathematics, 
with special emphasis on those 
by Russian scholars. He then 
selected from a group of 1200 
mathematicians who serve as 
voluntary analysts the scholar 
with the expert knowledge re- 
quired to prepare a critique of 
each paper for publication in 
Mathematical Reviews. 

THE MAGAZINE, issued 
monthly by the American Math- 
ematical Society, is relied on by 
scholars throughout the world. 
They depend on it for abstracts 
of new research papers. Based 
on its analyses, they are able 
to select papers they wish to 
study in their entirety. The vol- 
ume of mathematical research 
is so large that scholars: say 
they would be severely handi- 
capped without the abstracting 
service provided by Mathemati- 
cal Reviews. 

Gordon L. Walker, executive 
director of the American Mathe- 
matical Society, told the Post- 
Dispatch: “‘Davis’s absence has 
prevented us from keeping up 
our reports on pure mathematics 
in Russia. We are continuing to 
publish some reviews but the 
rate has diminished.” 

The magazine publishes re- 
ports on mathematical research 


|He was, 


in virtually every country where 
scholars are at work. 

Walker made clear that the 
analyses of Russian papers be- 
ing published now were as- 
signed by Davis before he began 
his prison sentence. Because of 
the time lag in preparing cri- 
tiques, he said, the curtailment 
will continue for at least a year 
after Davis returns to his posi- 
tion. The mathematician’s prison 
sentence will expire July 2. 

CURTAILED PUBLICATION 
of reviews of Russian research 
has had a significant impact on 
American mathematicians, in 
Walker’s view. Some of the efé 
fect is lessened by an increas- 
ing tendency for American 
scholars to be proficient in Rus¢ 
sian. é' 

“T don’t want to over-empha- 
size the role of the Soviet Un- 
ion,”” Walker observed, ‘‘but it 
is second to the United States in 
producing mathematical re 
search. 


“Lack of knowledge about 
Russian accomplishments is a 
serious handicap. It is empha- 
sized by the current competition 
between the United States and 
the Soviet Union.” 


The magazine sought approval 
for Davis to continue some of 
his duties while in prison. Al- 
though partial permission was 
granted, Walker said the ar- 
rangement has been unsatisfac- 
tory.

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Mr. Herter’s First Year 


In a few days Secretary of State Christian 
A. Herter will complete his first year in the 
office to which he succeeded on the retire- 
ment of John Foster Dulles. Considering the 
difficulties with which he is beset, Mr. Herter 
has done well. He replaced one of the most 
powerful secretaries in history at a time when 
the Administration was entering its final 
phases, and he has not enjoyed the same con- 
fidence that President Eisenhower reposed 
in Mr. Dulles. If there have been policy drifts 
in the last year, it is the fault of Mr. Eisen- 
hower rather than Mr. Herter. 

It is not easy to say specifically where Mr. 
Herter’s conduct of foreign policy has varied 
markedly from that of Mr. Dulles, yet there 
is a general air of receptiveness and flexibility 
that was not present in Mr. Dulles’s day. Mr. 
Herter’s years in Congress, and the respect 
in which he is held at the Capitol, have been 
of value to him. 

. . * 

Mr. Herter served in the House with Sen- 
ator Fulbright, the chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, and has remained on 
good terms with him. Senator Fulbright pub- 
licly urged that Mr. Herter be appointed to 
Mr. Dulles’s post more than a month before 
Mr. Eisenhower took action. When the possi- 
bility of an agreement to bar nuclear tests 
began to look promising some days ago Mr. 
Herter apparently took Senator Fulbright into 
his confidence. This resulted in a statement 
by Senator Fulbright that the Senate could 
act early in July on any nuclear weapons 
test bar that might come out of next month’s 
summit conference, thus preventing the mat- 
ter from becoming a partisan issue in the 
presidential campaign. Senator Fulbright dif- 
fered frequently with Mr. Dulles; such. co- 
operation would have been less likely two 
years ago. 

Mr. Herter has held a firm and temperate 
line on the extremely difficult Cuban problem. 
He has avoided taking action that might be 
interpreted as American intervention, which 
could be wsed against the United States, or 
reprisals might cause suffering among 
the Cuban people. For exercising this com- 
mendable restraint he has been criticized by 
hot-heads who want him to give Fidel Castro 
his come-uppance. Mr. Herter is deeply con- 
cerned over the Cuban situation; he recently 
termed “a very disturbing development” the 
campaign to make anti-Communism synony- 
mous with opposition to the revolution. 

Mr. Herter has remained cautious as to the 
results that can be expected from the Paris 
summit meeting in May, but he has appeared 
less reluctant to go to the summit meeting 
than was Mr. Dulles. The important thing, 
he believes, is not to approach the summit 
with too great a show of optimism. “We’d 
rather be pleasantly surprised than unpleas- 
antly surprised,” he said recently. 

Mr. Herter has not traveled as much as 
Mr. Dulles did, but during the last year Mr. 
Eisenhower has traveled a great deal more 
than ever before. The President has in turn 
been criticized for failing to make hard and 
unpopular decisions. He has said he wants 
to end nuclear testing with a system of inspec- 
tion and control, but he has not put down 
opposition to this policy within his official 
family. Mr. Herter, again because of the cir- 
cumstances under which he took office,. is 
ineffective in a situation like this; Mr. Dulles 
frequently -was strong enough to ride over 
interdepartmental opposition if he wanted to. 

co » « 


Lacking Mr. Dulles’s extraordinary forensic 
skill, Mr. Herter has not been able to use 
the medium of the press conference to inform 
the people and at the same time advance his 
own policies. Mr. Eisenhower’s foreign policy 
statements at his Wednesday press confer- 
ences frequently were echoes of what the 
Secretary of State had said the day before; 
this does not happen any more. Mr. Herter 
relies a great deal more for advice on the 
professionals within the State Department 
than did Mr. Dulles, which is all to the good. 

Mr. Herter has made mistakes, but they 
have not been big ones. We believe his will- 
ingness to negotiate with the Soviet Union in 
a genuine effort to find a peaceful way to 
solve the world’s problems outweigh them. 
It can rightly be said the times call for 
stronger leadership in international affairs 
than that being exercised by this Administra- 
tion, but that must await the election of a 
new President. It is difficult to see how any- 
one could have served in the interim more 
ably than has Mr. Herter. ‘ 


Too Many Superintendents 


The privately-operated Missouri Expendi- 
ture Survey has urged the abolition of the 
office of county superintendent of schools in 
the 27 counties where no school districts re- 
main under supervision of that office. We 
agree. It is foolish and wasteful to continue 
an office that has no real function. . 

St. Louis county is one of these counties. 
But the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey recom- 
mended that the county superintendent be 
made an appointive officer of the county 
Board of Education, whose sole function is 
to submit school district proposals. The 
county board needs the full-time professional 
help that the county superintendent can give 
it. The. change could be made by charter 
amendment. 

St. Louis county has too many other school 
superintendents, although precisely how 
many is a question. Judging by some stand- 
ards the county needs not more than 22 school 
districts instead of 29, and perhaps only as 
few as 15. That would mean the taxpayers 
are supporting seven to 14 district superin- 
tendents too many. | 


Arms Ration for Africa 

Reported Big Three plans to invite Russia 
to join in rationing arms for Africa are based 
on a principle that might well. be applied else- 
where than Africa. That principle is that 
underdeveloped nations need and can afford 
few arms. Ghana, for example, does not need 
a large army for purposes of self-defense. 
The issue of peace or war in the world rests 
largely with four big powers, and even with 
two. These powers can maintain peace in 


Africa if they can maintain peace among 


themselves. 
For Africa, read South America, and the 


meaning of arms build-ups in underdeveloped 


nations becomes clear. Too often weapons 
have been used for neighborhood strife, and 
for internal oppression instead of internal 
order. Beyond that, as Chile and Colombia 
and other American republics have recently 
warned, the burden of armaments is particu- 


_ larly severe and costly for countries attempt- 


ing to build their economies. 
Since the key to the arms race remains with 


the big powers, we hope the West does pro- 
pose a limitation plan for Africa, and that 
Russia accepts. This is a small point; agree- 
ment on it would not erase the more serious 
problems of the Geneva disarmament talks. 
But it would represent agreement where now 
there is very little among the major powers, 
and it would help Africa avoid entanglement 
in the cold war. 


For the New St. Louis 


Some people are inclined to smile at city 
plans as the notions of dreamers who do not 
realize the difference between working with 
pencil and paper and working with. bricks 
and steel, not to mention money. But so much 
reconstruction is under way in St. Louis that 
only the blind can smirk away the City Plan 
Commission’s downtown master plan. 

Instead, these dramatic suggestions should 
engender new enthusiasm for rebuilding the 
heart of the city. They are sensible and log- 
ical, and are centered on a majestic parkway 
running from Twentieth street to the Gate- 


* way arch. This axis marks off the group of 


public buildings and the stadium and its 
garages from the commercial section without 
separating them from it. It actually improves 
access while it introduces a major element 
of order. 

Traffic-free, landscaped open space is sub- 
stituted for congestion. Thus the neighbor- 
hood is made more enjoyable for shoppers 
and workers. It enhances the desirability of 
downtown living—in the Plaza and Mansion 
House apartments, for example. Experiments 
with malls in Toledo and elsewhere, it is 
true, were unsuccessful, but only because 
inadequate provisions were made for the traf- 
fic which they displaced. The Plan Commis- 
sion has not made this mistake. 

A mall such as the one proposed for Sixth 
street would not be developed before the 
necessary traffic arrangements had been com- 
pleted. But a smaller one—such as the mall 
extending from Olive Street to the Telephone 
building—could be created without having to 
overcome any serious barrier. 

In any case, this is not an all-or-nothing 
proposition. The plan suggests an open square 
for the old post office site, but it does not 
preclude the alternative of remodeling the 
old building as an “interior plaza.” Neces- 
sarily, the plan is suggestive rather than dic- 
tatorial, but it does suggest a harmonious 
development to private investors as well as 
public officials. 

It is realistically keyed to the two assured 
major downtown projects, the riverfront 
national park and the stadium area. These 
offer the best hope that it may be largely 
realized. Together with the older public hous- 
ing projects and the vast Mill Creek Valley 
enterprise they demonstrate that large areas 
can be transformed. St. Louis has learned 
to plan big and to build big. 

While the work under way has been under- 
taken with governmental help, it has brought 
private enterprise fnto urban reconstruction. 
In view of the direct and indirect profits 
involved, there is no reason why private 
interests should not get into many phases of 
orderly urban rehabilitation on their own. 
There should be mounting enthusiasm as the 
city approaches its bicentenary year of 1964. 
Profit as well as pride suggest an extraordi- 
nary effort to show the world a St. Louis 
which is 200 years old yet virtually brand new. 


Nixon’s Belated Stand 


We are not inclined to award Vice President 
Nixon a high mark for courage in taking his 
stand on the question of giving birth control 
information to foreign countries if they 
should request it. He told a meeting of 
church editors that the United States should 
supply the information if it is sought. We 
believe Mr. Nixon is right. He is also late. 

This question came up toward the end of 
last November when the Roman Catholic 
bishops of the United States said they op- 
posed the use of public funds to promote 
“artificial birth prevention for the economi- 
cally underdeveloped countries.” Senator 
Kennedy of Massachusetts, the only Catholic 
candidate for a presidential nomination, was 
forced to comment. He said Nov. 27 that he 
thought it would be a mistake for the United 
States Government to advocate population 
limitation, but that he did not think it would 
be wise for this country to deny economic 
aid to a foreign nation just because it had a 
birth-control program. Senator Humphrey 
said approximately the same thing. Senator 
Symington approved furnishing the informa- 
tion when and where such action would be 
in the interest of the United States. Adlai 
Stevenson also approved. 

So much for the Democrats. On Dec. 2 
President Eisenhower said that if other coun- 
tries want help on birth control information 
they should go to “professional groups, not 
governments.” In view of the President’s 
stand Mr. Nixon probably did not want to 
differ at the time. So he waited four months, 
until after the Wisconsin primary, where he 
did poorly. In this four months he had time 
to evaluate the issue and the effect it might 
have, if any, on the various candidates. Our 
guess is that his political soundings disclosed 
it was now safe for him to take a position. 
Mr. Nixon is similarly seeking a safe position 
on a farm program, and on.a program for 
medical help to the aged. Clever politics, 
undoubtedly, but not courageous. 


Detention Home, a Pressing Need 
In asking the circuit judges to hold up con- 
struction of a juvenile court building until an 
adequate detention home can be built, the 
citizens’ advisory committee headed by Don- 
ald Gunn is right in objecting to putting sec- 
ond things first. We are sure none of the 
circuit judges particularly relished the idea 


of giving the detention home secondary pri- 


ority. It was a recourse of desperation when 
money ran short. There was not nearly 
enough for a detention home, but might be 
enough for a skimped court building. 
We think, though, that the citizens’ com- 
mittee should put as much steam as it can 
command behind the project for building a 
detention home with a minimum of delay. 
Present quarters are obsolete, crowded, and 
a disgrace to the community, as well.as a 
‘source of danger to their administrators. If 


, the Juvenile Court must wait on a general 


bond issue, it may be some while before these 
deplorable conditions can be bettered. We 
hope the circuit judges, the mayor and board 
of aldermen and the citizens’ advisory .com- 
mittee will explore every possibility for expe- 
diting the start of construction on both these 
sorely-needed buildings, and particularly the 
detention home.

Edouard Van Remoortel led 
the most perceptive and most 
effective performance of his in- 
cumbency as conductor of the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
when be closed the symphony 
season yesterday afternoon with 
Beethoven's Ninth, Symphony.

Davis, who is confined in the 
Federal Correctional Institution 
at Danbury, Conn., became 
eligible for parole on April 1. 
He has submitted an applica- 
tion for parole but no action 
has been taken on it. 

His difficulties began in May 
1954 when he refused to answer 
questions of a House Un-Amer- 
ican Activities subcommittee at 
a hearing in Lansing, Mich. 
Many of the questions dealt with 
alleged Communist activities at 
Harvard University when Davis 
was a student there. Others 
dealt with the preparation of a 
pamphlet opposing the subcom- 
mittee appearance in Michigan. 
Davis pleaded the protection of 
the First Amendment’s guaran- 
tee of free speech. 


On Aug. 26, 1954, the day after 
he was indicted by a federal 
grand jury on a charge of con- 
tempt of Congress, he was dis- 
missed by the University of 
Michigan, where he was then 
an instructor in mathematics. 

He was found guilty of con- 
tempt of Congress and on Aug. 
5, 1957, was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment and fined 
$250. Appeals to the United 
States Court of Appeals and 
Supreme Court were fruitless. 

DAVIS was graduated from 
Harvard, receiving degrees of 
B.S., A.M. and PH.D. He also 
was a fellow in mathematics 
there. 

After his dismissal by the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, he was a 
lecturer at Columbia University 
in New York from 1955 to 1957 
and a member of the Institute 
for Advanced Study at Prince- 
ton, N. J., from 1957 until Sep- 
tember 1958, when he became 


associate editor of Mathematical 
Reviews. 

He was a member of the Naval 
Reserve from 1944 to 1946. He 
is married and has three chil- 
dren. 

His name still appears on the 
cover of Mathematical Reviews 
as an associate editor. 

Walker said Davis has made 
a number of original contribu- 
tions to the mathematical field 
of linear spaces in which he is 
a specialist. 

“He is on leave of absence,” 
Walker remarked ‘We expect 
him back when he is released. 
He is an Outstanding man, and 
we need him.”

Metabolism Tests 


TWO IMPORTANT TESTS of metabolism—of activity of 
the thyroid gland—are the BMR, or “basal metabolism rate,” 
and the PBI, or “protein-bound iodine” test. 

Both of these tests are given fairly often. More people 
have the BMR, or basal metabolism test, so that is quite 
familiar, including the fact of the accompanying hunger. 
The doctor tells the patient to come to the office in the 
morning for the test, and not to eat any breakfast. 


That’s because he wants a recording of how fast 
you burn up energy basically, and not when you are 
in the process of digesting food. 

The PBI, or protein-bound iodine test, is aimed 
at the same general purpose—to find out how the 


thyroid gland is behaving—but from a different view- 
point. 


With the BMR, you are told to breathe through a tube, 
and the doctor measures how much oxygen you use up. 
With the PBI, the measurement involves the amount of 
certain forms of iodine in the blood. It’s like measuring 
the efficiency of an engine either by the amount of fuel it 
uses, or else by the chemical content of the exhaust gases. 
That isn’t an exact comparison, of course, but you can 
measure things in a number of different ways, and the 
method you choose depends on exactly what facts you 
want to find. ' 

My explanation is the result. of a letter from a reader 
who had undergone the tests. Once she went without break- 
fast; the pext time she was told it didn’t matter. 


With the PBI, to the best of my knowledge, 
eating a meal doesn’t make any difference. The only 
precaution is that the patient should not take any 
preparation containing iodine for at least four weeks 
before the test. Otherwise the test may be thrown off, 
as to accuracy. 


It is not, however, too difficult to avoid iodine. The 
principal things to watch out for are (a) X-ray tests for 
the gall bladder, as the material used contains iodine; and 
(b) some vitamin-mineral preparations which contain iodine. 
Those, of course, you can discover by reading the labels. 

Let’s hope this will be of help to anyone having a BMR 
or PBI. They aren’t unpleasant tests to take, but they are 
mighty useful in determining your physical condition.
